The Siangfan ‘correspondent of tho} 


N.-0. Daily News tells a shocking story 
of Chinese cruelty : 

Last Saturday-a most crue] crime -was 
committed, Itappears that a family living 
near tho hsion yamén in Siangyang had 
Intely received into tho home a wife for 
ono of tho sons, She was a Rirlof sixteen 
yeats of ago. Shortly after her coming the 
father-in-law became sick and died. The 
mother-in-law at ones put tho blame on 
the poor little daughtor-in-taw claiming 
that somo mistake must “have been mado 
by tho geomancor ‘in reckoning jvith tho 
aight characters, and that she, .therefore, 
not being the one psychologivally Ot or 
intended for this home, had ‘brought bad 
luck sind evil cinfluentts which cnused 
the death of thé uld man. She, thereforo,. 
pronounced the death penalty and proceed- 


ed tocsesnte it. Sho poured boiling water | _ 


inte 
two through’ the poor child's 


over the poor girl, drove five big nail 
her brain and 
neck, . 

The mother-in-law” was assinted in tho 
eruel deed hy a couple of othor fernalos of 
thé fumily. They had even cut all the flesh 
off the thighs, breasts, ete., etc. But alter 
all was donc thoy hnid not the courage to 
wrap the corps and put it Into the box 
which had been brought by the water 
cartior, but had him to do it, thereby 
letting him see how terribly she had beon 
mutilited, Ho then cilled“threa others 
and together thoy carried tho corpse out- 
side of the South Gate. i 4 

The woman had given the men 100 ensh 
apiece. But having completed tho job 
they returned_for more, She might have 
appeased them with a few extra cash. But 
““murder will out." She not only rofused 
to give more but threatened to send them 
to the yamén to he whipped if thoy por- 
sisted; her son, tho’ husband of, the 
murdered girl, being an employee in 
the hsien yamén. This_so enraged tho 
mon that they began kicking up a big ‘row, 
making free use of their knowledge of tho 
crime, The crowd which gathered-heard, 
it, and it epread-like wild fire. 1 

Having reached the ears of every official 
and citizen in the couse of a day, the 
hsien was compelled by circumstances to 
make an investigation, - He tried to quiet 
the matter down by making the water- 
carrier retract. tho story ho had given dut, 
For this reason he hud the gallows-cage 
brought into court and, Pointing to it, told 
the man that he would be hung there if 
on exhumation his story proved fulse, 


Moreover the official wrote out and scaled | - 


the donth-warrant. But the water-carrier 
would not dovinte a hait-breadth fr othme 
story, He said: “Haug mo if you liko, 
but 1 will-not take back one word 1" 

So the hsien had to nuke a trip to the 


| South Gate. Tho body was exhumed and 


the awful truth laid bare before their 
oyes. It is abhorrent to think of tho devil- 
ish -eruelty of which the heart of a 
Chifleso woman is capable. One often 
wonders if itis not the training alforded 
them from vhildhood by foot-binding 
which so hardens their hearts. 

A similar cise to this occurred here two 
years ago, when the girl from whose +body 
largo picces of flesh had been sliced, was 
brought to our hospital in Siangyang for 
treatment but succumbed. Puor China ! 
And doubly poor women of China ! 

Public feeling is ranuing very high, and 
demands are being made for an exemplary 
execution, Yet tho paronls of the girl fre 
willing lo settle for BU0 strings of cash, 
but the defendants are only willing 
to pay 600 strings. And such is 
the state of justice in this core-rotten 
country, that if defendants settle with 
plaintifls, official uction is unnecessary, to 
say tho least, almost impossible,

At Sam Nuh--coltective name for the 
three imurket places Neh-li, -Nah-tu, and 
Nah-pa—the sugar morchanty and farmers 
ceased to carry on their tradé, and were 
joined by the working classes, who depend’ 
on this trade for their ving, and a certain 
number of bnd characters, principally high- 
waymen from the hills. 

More thnn ten thousand people were said 
to have gathered under the leadership of: 
one Liu Sze-yi, a wealthy sugar merchant 
and farmer from Sam Nah, and théy were 
reported to be bent on marching on Ching- 
chow City. The Taotsi, Wan Ping-ngau 
wired to the Viceroy, who ordered him to 
arrest Liu and persuado the remainder 
to go to their homes: At the same time 
Chen Tai~Hn, Chang Chinz of Lienchow, 
was ordered to procced'to Chingchow with 
hia troops—said to consist of upwards of 

000 men (7). 

Fighting took place on the Ist and 2nd 
of May, tha rebels commanding more than 
600 rifles anda few old cantons. Yamehow 
City closed its gates and piepared for 
defence. The uew’ taxes yere withdrawn 
temporarily, but it is very difficult to 
obtain authentic information on the matter, 
as tho officins are, af course, eager to assiira 
the public of the “perfect quiet” which 
exiata in the district of Yamehow!
